Fall River Mills Claim That Strik= 


ers Have Returned. Burlington 


Strikers Go Back. 


Fall River, Jan. 25.—The management 


of the Fall Elver Iron Works mill, where 
200 frame spinners struck yesterday, an- 
nounced this morning that the majority 
of the strikers had returned to work, and 
that the trouble was practically settled. 
The spinners' struck because they con- 
cluded that the cat down was crater 
than 111-9 per cent., the figure originally 
set. 


This marks a decided weakening in the 


ranks of the strikers, and the chances of 
resumption in other places within a week 
seem brighter. These are increased by 
the refusal of the weavers' union to grait 
the King Phillip weavers permission to 
strike. 


The carders of Laurel Lake, Parker and 


Hargraves mills, Granite mills, and other 
Fall Kiver mills complain that their wages 
have been reduced more then the amount 
named in the notifications, and specia 
meetings will be held tomorrow niijtit to 
take action on their grievances. 


At the Eaurel Lake &nd Hargraves 


mills the management announce that the 
places of the strikers have for the most 
part been filled, so that these mills are 
but little crippled by the small strikes 
which have prevailed for the past few 
days. 


The-Btriking,spooler-tenders at the Nar- 


ragansett mill are still out and refuse to 
resume work, although the management 
has agreed to revise the wage schedule 
so that the reduction shall not exceed 
11 1-9 percent 


The £rame spinners and other help in 


the spiimiing: department of the No. 4 
mill of the FaH River Iron "Works com- 
pany left their work at noon Monday and 
refused to go back. They claim that they 
have been cut all the way from 15 to 20 
perceat. There are about 200 out all 
told. Of 147 frames in the mill but 14 
were running in the afternoon. The 
striker? filed no complaint with the au- 
thorities, but failed to show up ^ hen the 
machinery was started. 


The special meeting of the Weavers' 


union, was held last night The King- 
Philip weavers-asked permission to strike 
for the restoration of the wag-e scale 
previous to the reduction. 
Secretary 


Whitehead said that he had"lmd an inter- 
view with Agent Chace and Superinten- 
dent Matbewson and secured some con- 
cession. He said the stride wnuld be 
fc'advjsable, as the cut is not ovpr 11 1-9 
percent and the union had accepted the 
figure and all Fall River ^ a= v, orking 
under it. If the weavers should strike j 
th° union would be weakem 1 and sup- 
port for the New Bedford strike would 
be less. If pti mission was given one craft 
to strike, all should have it. On a vote 
the union decided, 111 to 14, not to grant 
the recmpst. 


While the operatives appear to fear no 


permanent results from the substitution 
of frames for mules, and claim that the 
substitution in such mills as have al- 
ready made this change has been a fail- 
ure, the fact remains that the finest of 
yarns are being spun on frames, and the 
product is equally as good for the weav- 
ing of cloth as is the mule or cop yarn. 1 
Ir» the King Philip mill itself, the most | 
successful results have been obtained, 
and the passing of the mule is a surety. 


In the history of labor troubles in this 


city, the mule spinners have been the 
fighters, but their position is being weak- 
ened every year by the diminution in 
their numbers as a result of the substi- 
tution of frames. The change, is being 
made as a matter of economy, and the 
necessity for new spinning machinery in 
the future will certainly be met by the 
installation of frames rather than, mules. 


Strike Situation Discussed. 


Biddeford, Me., Jan,. 25.—A mass meet- 


ing of citizens and business men was 
held in the City Opera House last night ' 
to discuss the strike situation. It waa ' 
on§ ol the_most enthusiastic meetings 


ever seen in jviaiue. Nearly 1200 opera- 
tives were present, and on the-stage was 
seated nearly every merchant in the city. 
Speeches were made by business men, 
who endorsed the stand taken by the 
striking workers and denounced most 
emphatically the attitude of the cor- 
porations in the present labor wars. 
Henry L. Lord declared that southern 
compr'ition and overproduction were 
rn - 
y makeshif te of New England man- 


ufacturers. 


W. B. Youland, a.prominent merchant, 


advocated the national eight-hour law 
and suggested that this might possibly 
remedy the existing evil. C. P. Stock- 
man, who followed Mr. Youlaad, made 
a fiery address and was most liberally 
applauded. He said that the Arkwright 
club, which had advocated a reduction 
of wages in New England mills, dined 
at the Astor and "Veadome, drank cham- 
pagne and smoked 50-cent cigars. He 
stated in closing that he would be one 
of 50 business men, to give $100 for the 
cause of the striking Biddeford opera- 
tives. 


Mass Meeting of Weavers. 


Manchester, N. H., Jan. 25.—As a re- 


sult of the labor troubles throughout New 
England the weavers held a mass meeting 
last evening, which was largely attend- 
ed. M. J. Sullivan, a member of the 
Cigar Makers' union, presided and In- 
troduced Robert Sharp, artotber mem- 
ber of the union, who lauded the-merita 
of organized labor and told of the sys- 
tem of the union to whloh-ne belonged. 


The general sentiment of the meeting 


was expressed In ttie vote •wWch was 
passed to send for an organizer and im- 
mediately organize a weavers' union. 
Another meeting will soon be held. 


Gone Bach to Work. 


Burlington, Vt., Ja.n 25.—The Quleen 


City cotton mflls, which had been s9iut 
down for two weeks on account of a 
strike of a portion of the operatives 
against a reduction in wages, resumed 
operations Monday. 
Nearly all 
of 


the employes returned and practically all 
the machinery is running. It is thought 
that the full force in all rhe departments 
will be at work today. 
The opera- 


tives were unable to secure a, restora- 
tion of the old wage achedufle at present. 


Relief Orders Increasing;. 


New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 
25.—The 


strike situation remains unchanged. 
Both sides are holding out withputa sign 
of giving rn. Monday afternoon a. mass 
meeting of the operatives was held at 
the south end, th" first of a series, at 
which Minnie Hopon, representing the 
United Garment Workers' union of New 
York, advised the strikers never to giva 
fa. SBe promised the asoetaaqe of bar 
usaon, and described tine misery whton 
she claimed she bad found in her visit 
to New Bedford. 


The union operatives .aj« now drawing 


strike pay, but in spite of tlris-the calls 
upon the city's poor department for as- 
sistance are anicr easing. Financial aid 
from out of town is beginning to come 
in and will later be distributed to the 
strikers. Outsid-e of a little work in the 
cloth rooms at the striking mills no work 
has been dore in them by the operatives 
for eight days.

Years. Not a Menace. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—The battleship 


Maine is in Havana harbor. The torpedo 
boat Dupont, which left Key West at 6 
o'clock last evening with the Maine's 
sailing orders hailed the Maine at Dry 
Tortngas, and delivered orders for the 
battleship to proceed to Havana a', once. 
The Dupoat then returned to Key West. 
She reported that the Maine was about to 
sail when she left. 


It is believed at the state department 


that the Maine entered the harbor at Ha- 
vana at the earliest hour this mojoing 
that Spanish port regulations would per- 
mit. No direct report, however, has yet 
been received from Havana. 


Ibis is the first time since the ins irrcc- 


tion broke out in Cuba three yea:s ago 
tbatthe Uaited States has been repre- 
sented by awarshin in the harbor of 
Havana. The pres d ;nt decided to send 
the vessel in a council held Monday morn- 
ing-.

was made deliberately and that it aould 
not have been taken if there were se- 
Irious apprehensions of its results in 
Havana. 
The general belief, however, 


is that Madrid rath »J than in any Ouban 
town is trouble to be looked for, if there 
should be any misapprehension of the 
pUTpose of our government in sending 
the Maine to Havana. 
The temper of 


the opposition in the Spanisih capital has 
been threatening for some time, and it 
may require the strong hand of the news 
censor to repress utterances that would 
lead to rioting. 


The German warships to which Mr. 


Day referred are the Charlotte and the 
Geyer, both training ships and not of 
formidable type, though one sufficed to 
settle the Haytian difficulties. 
Their 


touching at Havana is not believed to be 
significant, as their cruise was arranged 
in all details last September, and the 
same rhips are due at Charleston, S. C., 
early Li February next. 


The commander of the Maine, Cap-

Senator Morgan Affirms His 


land- Statement, 


Democratic Leader on Appro- 


priation 3?or Fensions- 


Statesmen From Kansas Disagreed as fo 


Populism. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—The proposed 


annexation of Hawaii ws somewhat re- 
viewed by'Senator Morgan while speak- 
ing to a question of personal privilege. 
He had been represented as saying in ex- 
ecutive session that ex-President Cleve- 
land was in fjLVGr of Hawaiian annexa- 
tion. 
This statement called out a de- 


nial from Mr. Clevelar-d, and in support 
of his-or'Tinal statement Mr. Morgan ad- 
dressed Che senate at great length. One 
of the features of the session was the 
elaborate speech by Mr Turpie of Indiana 
in support of the Tella.i resolution. The 
pension appropriation bill was called up 
and debated for nearly three hours, but 
was not passed. 
Tfae seraaite adjourned 


until to-day pending the disposal of a 
point of ordflir mfa-de against an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Allen for aa ini- 
crease in pensions. 


Mr. Galling-er secured the adoption of 


an amendment to the pension appropria- 
tion bill, prov iding thathereafter no pen- 
sion shall be paid upon power of attorney 
from pensioners residing in foreign coun- 
tries. 


Mr. Gorman said that the bill did not 


carry by $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 the sum 
necessary for the pensions for 1899. He 
charged that the bill was framed to meet 
the deficit in revenues which was an- 
ticipated by the administration. It was 
simply one of several efforts to create a 
fictitious balance in the treasury. The 
commissioner of pensions had submitted 
estimates to the secretary of the interior 
which showed that $148,337,000, and pos- 
sibly as high as $150,000,000, would be 
necessary. 


Mr. Mason inquired if Mr. Gorman had 


any fear that the Kepublican party 
would have to borrow as much money as 
that of the Democratic. 


"The point I make," replied Mr. Go<r- 


man, "is that you are not levying emough 
taxes to-pay the expemses of the govern- 
ment. Of course, the money paid into 
the treasury on account of the Pacific 
railroad sale has built up the balance. 
Had it not been for that we should have 
been, in a serious condition." 


"How much more did we get for the 


Pacific road than you agreed to take for 
it?" asked Mr. Mason'. 


"That is a question," replied Mr. Gor- 


man, "that is yet to be determined. 
Whether your policy in that regard is 
wise or otherwise remains to be seen." 
Mr. Gorman concluded with the state- 
ment that it had been predetermined 
congress should adjourn with slim ap- 
propriations and no legislation what- 
ever. 


In the course of a.n extended statement 


Mr. Allison, chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, declared that such 
a purpose as had been attributed by Mr. 
Gorman to the committee was news to 
him. It was neither the purpose of the 
committep nor of the Republican partv 
to shirk a proper responsibility. 
He 


pointed out the fact that such reductions 
as were made in the appropriations 
would necessarily have to "ie confined to 
two or three of the great appropriation 
measures. He discussed at length Mr. 


Gorman's statements concerning- The de- 
ficit which he said was growing- up, con- 
cluding: with an expression of belief that 
the tariff law would produce ample rev- 
enue for the needs of th« government. 


Mr. Stewart said there could be no de- 


ficit In the toeesury, as there wao now j 
In the vaults-a great strrpihas-oif $211,000,- 
000 which he tbougitt ought to be put Into 
circulation in a-ccordance with the law. 


Mr. Gorman read at length from the 


statement of Commissioner of Pensions 
Evans before the hoiise committee oa 
appropriations. He disclaimed any de- 
sire to reflect upon the committee, as ha 
was satisfied the reduction in the -esti- 
mates was m£.de by the-heads of depart- 
ments and not by the committee. "There 
is, however." concluded Mr. Gorman, "an 
evident determination on the part of the 
idminisl ra-tion to keep the appropriations 
within possible revenues in order that a 
fictitious balance may be shown." 


Tn *lie House. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—Speaking to a 


pro-forma amendment to the Indian ap- 
propriation bill, Mr. Simpson commented 
on an interview with the president rela- 
tive to the strike in the cotton mLUs of 
New Eng-land, wherein the president was 
quoted as deprecating the condition of 
labor aiud as favoring- a restriction of im- 
migration. Mr. Simpson spoke of the re- 
port of the agricultural department ex- 
perts on the 'condition of the residents 
of the slums of New York, in \7hteh he 
said the experts alleged that thetr pov- 
erty was due to extravagance. The ex- 
perts stated that these psople sometimes 
bought beefsteak when they could get 
twice as much nutnment c<;,t of bananas. 
The upshot of Mr. Simpson's comment 
was that there shouM be economy in 
governmental affairs. 


Mr. Ding-ley rt-pEed in some good 


natured remarks in which he twitted 
Mr.. Simpson on having ceased to wail 
fcbout the miseries of bleeding- Kansas 
Mid was now looking for misery else- 
where. 


"We have Populist rule In Kansas mow

Continuing, Mr. Ding-ley said he also 


believed in economy, but he thought it 
strange 1 !mt on every proposition to in- 
crease expenditure Air. Simpson had 
voted in the affirmative.

"I leave that to the members who have 


seen him filing through the tellers," re- 
sponded Mr. Dlngley, who concluded by 
Baying he hoped members wouM follow 
the words, not the example of Mr. Simp- 
son.

CHIEF ENGINEER BUCK OF THE NEW 


EAST RIVER BRIDGE. 


He IB an Unassuming Man Who Pats ou 


Few Airs, but Ho Won't Submit to a 
Newspaper Interview—James R. Kcotie, 
His Horse* and Hla Lineage. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 94.— [Special.] — 


There's a good dual of talk hero just now 
about tho big Kust river bridge, on wfiioh 
work has for some time been going for- 
varil without attracting much attention 
and which Mayor Van \Vyck said, when 
ho removed tho old commissioners, should 
now bo approaching completion. 


It is quite possible that the; work has 


been 
prosecuted 
so<a«Trhat 
leiburc-ly, 


though thoro is no apparent reason, tor so 
bnliovinR, and those best acquainted with 
Chief Engineer. Buck, who has tho work 
in charge, would be tho lust to accept as 
true any insinuation that ha has been at 
fault. In fact, they declare, ono of his 
chief characteristics is tho ability aud the 
will to hustle things along at tho very 
highest degree of spood compatible with 
first quality work. In support of this 
statement they point with pride to tho 
long list of big engineering works which 
he has carried through from start to fin- 
ish, almost every one of which, they de- 
clare, was completed well within the time 
limit. 


An Unassuming Engineer. 


Chief Engineer Buck himself dislikes 


exceedingly to talk about his work or him- 
self save to his most intimate friends and 
is much averse to being interviewed for 
publication. Except at the conclusion of 
a big piece of work or at some other equal- 
ly important occasion he positively de- 
clines to see newspaper men in any but a 
purely social way. 


Kot long ago a newspaper writer of ray 


acquaintance was requested to have a talk 
with Mr. Buck for the purpose of writing 
an article on the curious and generally 
nnconsidered phases of bridge building 
on a large scale. Having heard a good 
deal about the engineer's diffidence, the 
reporter took the precaution to go well in- 
troduced. Thus fortified he thought there 
oould be no reason in tho world why the 
information Bought should not he forth- 
coming. 


But after spending two full hours with 


tho engineer, during which Buck skillfully 
parried every question put to him, the re- 
porter had to retire from the field without 
a particle of information upon which to 
build his article. Mr. Buck talked about 
every possible subject but bridge building, 
and when he was pinned down by a direct 
question invariably confessed to a degree 
of ignorance that would have been dis- 
creditable to a man who had never even 
Been a bridge of greater importance than a 
set of stringers and planks spanning a 
stream for the passage of a country rood. 
After awhile something was said that evi- 
dently recalled an interesting experience 
to the engineer. 


"You make me think" of what Henry 


Meigs" (the great South American rail- 
road builder) "said once in Peru," Buck 
and. 


"Yes, yes," said the reporter, "unguard- 


edly fingering bis pencil in the hope that 
he might draw out a column or so of rem- 
iniscence if nothing moro. 


But the engineer stopped suddenly, ap- 


parently forgetting bhe incident he had 
hinted at and very desirous of beginning 
a discussion of the next day's weather. 


Has Plying Machine Theories. 


Before the evening was over, however, 


Mr. Buck did relax the grip on his lips 
long enough to talk some minutes on the 
possibility of building a successful flying 
machine. He seemed to be very much in- 
terested in the experiments of Hiram Max- 
im and others and said he believed that if 
ever tbe problem were solved it would be 
through the study of the South American 
condor and others of the world's largest 
birds of flight. Mr. Buck made an ex- 
haustive study of these birds while rail- 
road building in South America, often 
watching them for hours at a time. 


Ho was not only greatly impressed by 


the condor's wonderful sustaining powers, 
but also by the bird's extraordinary keen- 
ness and range of vision, and was inclined 
to think that perhaps it was able even to 
discern thereby tho direction, velocity and 
force of the wind currents. On no other 
hypothesis, he said, could the facts of the 
condor's remarkable flights be accounted 
for. 


Mr. Buck is as unassuming in his man- 


ner and personal appearance as he is reti- 
cent in talking about his own achieve- 
ments. He cares little for society, and, 
though he must be pretty well to do; he 
lives in the quietest sort of fashion in 
apartments consisting of only two or three 
rooms in a very modest street. The last 
big bridge put up under his direction be- 
fore ho came to Mew York was at Niagara 
Palls. 


James K. Keeno. 


Speculations as to whether James E. 


Keene would sent! horses to England this 
year have been definitely set at rest by bis 
statement that he hos leased the establish- 
ment of Matthew Dawson at Esning nnd 
will install his stable there as soon as he 
can conveniently got his horses across. 


Mr. Kceno evidently means to try hard 


to win a pot of money from tho English- 
men and to prove again, as he did in the 
seventies with Foshall and Blue Grass, 
that American bred horses are quite equal 
to tho best in the world, though whether ho 
now owns any animals that can duplicate 
tha victories of those fliers is a question 
that not many would even care to dispute 
about. He is ono of those patrons of the 
turf who are scientifically interested 5n 
horse breeding, and he believes that if more 
racing men would practically interest 
thfmselvcs in that topic American horses 
eould win most of tho great prizes on 
most of the world's famous race tracks. 
Ho did not himself go to England to see 
Foxhall'a greatest victory, but there ia 
a possibility that ho may this year cross 
tho ocean and witness the running of his 
horses. 


Should ho do BO tho race tracks here 


will be deprived of a most interesting fig- 
ure. He is of a nervous, mercurial tem- 
perament and his delight or despair, as hia 
horses win or lose, is always roflcctcd in 
bis highly expressive features. Many per- 
Bons who have noticed this peculiarity 
have expressed surprise that an English- 
man should be so easily moved by tem- 
porary ups nnd downs. But tho foot li 
that, although ho was born In London, 
his fnmily camo from the west of Ireland, 
end ho is supposed to have Spanish blood 
In h!a veins. For two or three centuries 
extensive trade relations wcro maintained 
between that part of the Green Islo where 
his ancestors lived and Spain, and tharo 
was a good deal of intermarrying there be- 
tween persona of tho two rnccs. Many 
persons affect to perceive- notable traces of 
Spanish lineage ID bis build and count** 


Thw uiikudo of Japan is evidently 


bunt on improving tho native strain of 
horses, for his agents, who have recent- 
ly been all through Europe for the pur- 
pose of buying horses, are now travel- 
ing in tho United States with a view to 
purchasing »0 more horses for the im- 
perial shibles. His majesty is passion- 
ately fond of horses and racing and 
owns about 8,000 animals, 2,000 of 
which are kept at the imperial farm in 
Niccap, BOO at Shnoussa and the re- 
mainder at SotoyaiKa. Kachig, howev- 
er, is pursued solely iu the interests of 
sport, for no betting rings are allowed 
on any of the courses, as the emperor is 
opposed to gambling. Horse racing evi- 
dently remains the sport of kings in the 
land of tho chrysanthemum, for only 
the upper class attend the races, admis- 
sion to tbe course being fixed at $8, a 
sum which probably represents many 
weeks' wages of the average workman. 
—London Chronicle.

When the gorgcons 
Waldorf was built and the public hoard 
of the heavy charges made foj accom- 
modations there, it was freely predicted 
that either tho prices would h<ivo to be 
reduced or the proprietor would bo 
juined. The prices were not lowered, 
and the proprietor made money. In fact 
the Waldorf was such a success and 
there was such a constant demand for 
rooms w-hich it was impossible to meet 
that it was decided to enlarge the build- 
ing. This was done by building the As- 
toria and consolidating the two under tho 
hyphenated title Waldorf-Astoria, iu 
honor of the Astor family, who own 
the. property. The Astoria is really about 
twice tho size of the Waldorf and a 
dozen times as elegant. '. e walls be- 
tween tho buildings wore I >ken down 
sufficiently to admit of free access be- 
tween them, and it is in fact as well as 
in name one establishment now. 


Built to Maie Money. 


Thia was the acme of imbecility to 


the people who have no money and aro 
yet good enough to instruct those who 
have earned millions how to acquire a 
few more. Mr. Boldt, the proprietor, 
these compassionate folks declared, was 
the victim, and an unwilling one at 
that, of the Astor greed.

by the cold cash. But here is where 
the wonderful and inexplicable part of 
the thing comes in. Where do the peo- 
ple come from who fill these ultra es- | 
pensive and saperfashronable hotels? ' 
Where did they live before these palaces 
were built? How many more of them, 
are there, and, to sum it all up, when 
is the limit to-be reached in this city? 
The new ones do not seem to injure the 
patronage of the others either. One-pro- 
prietor told me the other day that he 
welcomed the announcement that more 
hotels were to be built. His idea is that 
so many persons inspect what he calls 
these "show places" that their minds 
are unavoidably directed toward hotel 
life, and aartbey cannot afford to try it 
in establishments like the Waldorf-As- 
toria they are obliged to-go to the less 
expensive houses. These latter have im- 
itated their colossal rrvals in the matter 
of providing apartments en suite and. 
so arranged that one can have all of the 
comforts of housekeeping without the 
annoyances. 
This has induced many 


elderly conj-lss whose children 
have 


grown up and married to adopt hotel 
life, and a surprisingly large percentage 
of the patrons of the most popular and 
respectable hostelrtes outside of the 
"show places" will be found to be per- 
sons who live in this city and have be- 
come tired cf housekeeping. 


The Grave of Tragedian Copke. 


The attention of Beerbohm "Tree, E. 


S. Wilterd, Henry Irving or any other 
English star is called to the condition 
of the grave of Georgo Frederick Cookp 
in St. Paul's churchyard. The last rest- 
ing place of the once famous English 
tragedian shows signs of neglect. When 
Edmund Kean visited this country in 
IS 24, ha visited the grave of Cooke and 
found it marked by a wooden slab bear- 
ing the name and age of the tragedian. 
Kean at onco ordered the pillar and o- 
the south side had the following-in- 
scription carved: "Erected to the mem- 
ory of George Frederick Cooke by Ed- 
mund Kean of the Theater Royal, Dru- 
ry lane, 1824." Then followed this 
couplet: 


Three kingdoms claim his trirth. 
Both hemispheres pronounce his worth. 
Twenty-two years later Charles Kean, 


son of the tragedian, came over on a 
starring tour and also visited the grave. 
It was in need of repair, so he ordered 
it to be fixed up, and on the north side 
if the pillar had inscribed, "Repaired' 
by Charles Kean, 1846." 


First Visiting- Stale English Star. 
From that time until 1&74 the grave 


\vas practically neglected. E. A. Soth- 
eru, the wit, practical joker and all 
around good fellow, came over in that 
year and straightway hied himself to 
St. Paul's churchyard, whore he gavf 
tho necessary orders, and the east sid' 
of the stone bears tho words, "Repaired 
by E. A. Sothern, 1874." 


The west side of the pillar is still 


blank, hence tho gentle reminder to the 
English ,«tars.

firsb male star to arrive from Europe ii 
search of tho American dollars. Hi 
contract called for the magnificent sal 
ary of 25 guineas ($125) a month, wit' 
an extra allowance of 25 cents a mile 
for traveling expenses. That sun: would 
hardly keep one of OUT modern stars in 
cigars.

" SIGNS FOR TUK STREETS- 


The present commissioner of public 


works can do the city of North Adams no 
greater service than to accomplish the 
naming by neat street signs on every 
corner within the corporation, of ihe 
city's intricate and irregular system of 
streets. To the stranger within the gates 
an intelligent peregrination of this city is 
absolutely impossible, as foi- telling at any 
time where he is at. To the permanent 
resident, the city is growing: so rapidly 
and so many new streets are being laid 
out, many of the present highways are 
unknown by name. A neat and thorough 
labeling at the two diagonally opposite 
corners of every street intersection will 
obviate all difficulty to both the visitor 
and the resident. 


Considering: the irregularity of 
the 


city's plan, the convenience of such street 
signs is patent to everyone who has vis" 
ited Boston. That city has a most com- 
plete and thorough system of street signs. 
Its example should be followed in North 
Adams. Such street signs cannot be very 
expensive, but even if such an undertak- 
ing would represent a few hundred dol- 
lars, no better investment cannot be made 
in North Adams today. Let the signs be 
plain and neat and above all substantially 
put up and tkey will endure with few re- 
pairs lor many years. And by all means 
let this improvement be made at once. 


This is not a new subject, even in North 


Adams. THE TRASTSCBEPT has frequently 
haa something to say on the matter. Ic 
is simply a much needed little improve" 
ment that has been neglected. This done, 
and the renumbering of the streets, an- 
other thing greatly needed, can be pro- 
ceeded with later, 


By making this little improvement, the 


present common council and Commis- 
sioner of Public "Works Emigh will earn 
the gratitude ot every citizen of the city. 


THE CRACTAL SAFETY VAIiVE. 


Now that an apoplectic Frenchman, 


replete with French cooking and French 
wines-, has been spared to enjoy his cui- 
sine and claret through a trephining 
operation, it is suggested that tbe cranial 
safety valve be put to wider use.

The Charges of Mr. Frederick 


Against His Veracity.

Ills Experiences In the Arctics Lead Him 


to Credit the 
Norwegian Explorer's 


Stories—Mr. Frederick's Attack on Nuu- 
sen Falls Flat.

one who 1ms beuu to some small degree in- 
terested in arctic exploration, with a littlo 
experience in tho far iKjrth, I have often 
boon asked if it is true Chat in his stories 
of lii.s adventures in tho frozen rogions Dr. 
Nnnscn "drew tho long bow," as we 
would say in this country. \Yith any ono 
who knows Dr. Nanscn this question 
would be unnecessary. Tho Norwegian 
explore!1 needs no defense from mo or any 
one eke, but many of your readers may 
thnuk me for enlightening them a-5 to the 
facts concerning the charges recently made 
against Dr. Nanson by Mr. Frederick, who 
was a member of tho Greely exploring 
party. Tho subject is a most interesting 
ouo, oven if not of vital importance. 


Frederick, who is said by General Grooly 


to be a good, faithful fellow, but who dill 
not occupy a very high position in his os- 
pcdition, has sot forth a number of i«rtie- 
ulars in which, according to his flow, Dr. 
Nansen imposed upon the credulity of his 
lecture auclionces. 
Ouo of the charges 


made against Nansen was that ho had nar- 
rated how ho and Johnnseu h'ad dug down 
into the earth about throe foeb in order to 
make tho floor and a part of the walls of 
thoir winter hut in Fran? Josef Land, 
having no other tools than a pickax made 
of a walrus tusk anil a pieco of the shoul- 
der blado of the same animal. Frederick 
says this coulcl not bo truo because tho 
Greoly party, equipped \vith steel pickaxes 
and other implements, were two weeks ia 
digging a couple of holes afoot square and 
a foot or two deep on Grinnell Land, in 
which to build the foundations for pendu- 
lum instruments. 


AVhilo this was no doubt true where- Che 


pendulum instrument; was to bo placed, 
thero is a difference in soils in tho arctic 
regions as there is in. tho temperate zones. 
A loamy or sandy soil, if wet, freezes as 
hard as granite. It is almost impossible 
to dig inco it evon with the best tools. 
But at the place where Nansen and .Tohan- 
sen put up their winter but the soil was 
gravelly and dry. The result was that 
one piece of earth after another could bo 
dug and pried out. And with only the 
tools mentioned, by dint of hard work and 
patience, the two Norwegians were able to 
dig out a place about 6 feet by 8 and 3 
feet deep. 


The Bear and the Bird Shot. 


Frederick charges that Nansen told what 


was not true when he narrated how he 
shot and killed a bear which had attacked 
Johansen, having nothing but bird shot 
in his gun. It is true the ice bear is a very 
hard animal to kill. His hide is thick, and 
his fur acts as a shield. Besides he is 
tenacious of life. Bird shot is noc the sort 
of missile one would naturally choose to 
kill a bear with, especially if the saving of 
the life of one's companion depended upon 
the effect of the shot. But in this case Dr. 
Nansen had no choice. It happened that 
the only gun within his reach was loaded 
with bird shot. It was that or nothing. 
So he let drive at a distance of but a few 
paces. He sent a charge of shot through 
the bear's heart—the only spot in which 
they can be mortally wounded—and the 
animal fell dead at their feet. There is 
nothing improbable in this. A shot car- 
tridge loaded with plenty of powder is as 
effective a missile at short range as a bul- 
let, if the right spot bo struck. Its pene- 
trating power is great. The shot which 
Nansen fired at a distance of ten feet must 
have passed clear through this bear. Ev- 
ery sportsman knows the force and dead- 
litiessof small shot when used in the man- 
ner described in this case. 


Frederick attempts to mate a case 


against Nansen by saying that it would 
bo impossible for any man to swim for 
half an hour or an hour in ice water, as 
Nansen claimed to have done in that now 
celebrated instance of tibe chase after the 
drifting kayaks which contained all their 
provisions and weapons. Dr. Nansen never 
claimed anything of the sort. In h'is book 
and in his lecture he describes the incident 
in a fair way. He does not presume to say 
how long he was ia the water nor the dis- 
tance which he swam. The chances aro he 
was not in tho water more than five or six 
minutes, and that ho had a swim of per- 
haps 20 or 30 yards before overtaking tho 
little boats which were driftingawny with 
that which meant life or death to the ad- 
venturous travelers. 


An Ice Water Bath. 


That a man could live long in water 


which was half filled with ice and whose 
temperature stood only a little above tho 
freezing point no one questions. But that 
men can live in it and swim in it a short 
time I know, because I have tried it. On 
two occasions while in tho far north, a lit- 
tlo farther north than the spot at which 
Xansen had this swim after the escaping 
kayaks, and in 'weather a trifle colder, 
three or four members of my party, in- 
cluding myself, deliberately stripped and 
plunged into the icy sea for the purposs of 
taking a bath. None of us oared to remain 
in a long time, and tho water was undeni- 
ably cold. But a couple of minutes' im- 
mersion, or just enough to bring about a 
-•heap reaction, was pleasant and health- 
ful. 
None of us suffered any inconven- 


.once from it and had no cramps. Thore- 
uro there is nothing improbabla ia Dr. 
.sansen's story. He Wag dressed, and 
I hough he had a bard swim, and was so 
much exhausted that it was nearly impos- 
•ihle for him to climb into tho litblo boats 
.iftor he had reached them, his exertions 
,ad quite as much as the temperature of 
ho water to do with it. 
All travelers in tbo arctics discover they 
an endure exposure thero which in these 
ititudes might kill them. For instance, 
ho writer and his party waded in ico wa- 
jr day after day for two or three weeks, 
eing a quarter of the time immersed up 


> tho knees and occasionally going in so 
hat wo were wet to the shoulders, with 
iiir boots full of ice water from morning 
ill night, and never had so much OB a cold 


• 8 a result of the exposure. So, too, wo 


>uld lie down and sleep after dinner in 
ho open air, with tho mercury at the 
reezing point in the shado, without any 
•lankeb or other covering than our ordin- 
i-y clothing, nnd without suffering any 
.iconvcniencc whatever.

important p^rt is tho defense. Upon 
these three men, consisting of tho goal, 
point and cover poiut, devolves the ne- 
cessity of meeting and stopping tho four 
opposing forwards, for often on a quick 
pass and formation the enemy's lino 
will break through and come down on 
the cover point and point so far i&ad- 
fance of the other plriip-s that the de- 
fense can expect no flrelp in stopping 
them. As the rules of hockey allow 
"checking" from in front, the best de- 
fense will generally resort to this place 
instead of trying to get the puck away 
from tho man carrying it. The cover 
point, being ahead, takes the man. with 
the puck, and the point must use his 
judgment as to which of the other mcu 
the puck will be passed, standing^ready 
to check him, thus forcing tho throw j 
for goal from such a distance that the 
goal tender has a good chance of stop- 
ping it. Aside from stopping the rush, 
it is the duty of the defense after the 
throw has been made to either lift the 
puck down the rink away from the goal 
or to pass it to one of their own for- 
wards of a rash. 
i 


A throw by the backs, to be really 


successful, must go over the heads of 
the opposing forwards, and though apt 
to be returned at once by one of the 
backs on the other side it usually 
means that for the moment the goal is 
out of danger. It is imperative for a 
back to throw well, for if he does not 
it allows one of the rival backs to come 
close enough to try for goal from behind 
his own line. 


The scoring is done almost without 


exception by the forwards, though at 
times, as stated above, the cover has a 
chance for a long throw for goal, but in 
games between well matched teams this 
is rather unusual. The formation of the 
forwards is a man on each side of the 
rink and either two men in between, 
all in a line, or one of the center men on 
a line between the ends and the others 
dropped behind a few,feet, ready to 
back np any of the-others who seems to 
need assistance.

Committee Holds Meeting 


and Makes Arrangements 


to Present Plan. 


Bill INTRODUCED THIS WEEK 


To State Senate. Senator Whittlescy 


Will Present It. Calling for Ap- 


propriation and a Commis- 


sion. 
To Be Followed 


by Petitions. 


A meeting of the committee on the 


Greylock state reservation was held in 
the board of trade rooms Monday evening 
at 7 o'clock. Various reports were ren- 
dered on the progress of the work and 
they showed that it has been going along 
well in spite of the intimations that not 
enough interest was being taken by the 
people of this city and section. 


With the general outline of the move- 


ment the public is already familiar. The 
plan now is to ask the governor to ap- 
point a commission of three Berkshire 
man to take the land and have the care of 
the state park. These commissioners are 
to serve without pay. 1 h? term of office 
is to be six years and the members of the 
first board are to be appointed for two, 
four and six year respectively. 
After- 


wards one will be appointed every two 
years. 


The bill will provide for an appropria- 


tion of $?5,000 and authorize the commis- 
sion to take 10,000 seres, or as much land 
not exceeding tnat amount, as the appro- 
priation will pay for. 


The time for the introduction of new 


business in tbe legislature will end next 
Monday. The Greylock park bill wil1 
therefore be put in this week and the 
probability is that it will be introduced 
by Senator Whittlesey of Pittsfield. After 
the bill is before the legislature petitions 
in its favor will probably be sent in from 
all the towns in Berkshire county. 


It is a movement in behalf of which all 


of Berkshire can well afford to interest 
itself and there is reason to expect that 
the people will stand solid in its support- 


The committee in charge is composed 


as follows: C. Q. Richmond, chairman; 
W. H. Chase, secretary; George B. Perry, 
president of the Greylock Park associa- 
tion, and Eepresentatives Frank S. Rich- 
ardson and John E. Magenis.

There seems to be more suffering from 


temporary poverty in this city than usual 
this winter. The season when temporary 
relief is most urgently needed is not half 
gone, and the demands on the city's re- 
lief fund have been noticeably heavy. 
City Almoner Woodhead, to whom these 
calls for aid are presented, says that the 
number of fami'ies in the city who are 
dependent in part or entirely on support 
from the city is greater than for several 
years. 


One noticeable feature of the demanda 


made this winter is that many who never 
before asked for charity are now calling 
for it. A large proportion of those who 
require partial aid require it only during 
the winter months, when there is little 
out door work to be secured. Many of 
these are regular callers on the city for 
partial temporary relief during the win_ 
ter. But this year the number of those 
who cannot provide for themselves seems 
to be larger, and includes many who are 
not usually so seriously affected by the 
winter season. 


The unusual want in the cJty was also 


shown early in the season by the prompt- 
ness with which these regular recipients 
began to ask aid. Usually they have 
saved enough during the summer at least 
to have on hand a stock of provisions that 
will last some time. Last fall, however 
^he season of out-door work had hardly 
closed when they began to apply for as- 
sistance. 


Present conditions emphasize more 


clearly than ever the need for some form 
of charity which shall help the poor to 
help themselves. All that the city can do 
is to supply temporary relief from actual 
suffering. It can afford no help for the 
future. If there were some form of or- 
ganization which helped thosa willing to 
work to find something to do, such as has 
often been discussed and in a measure 
tried, tbere would be much Jess need for 
the constant demands on the city's treas- 
ury.

a petition to the fish and game commis- 
sioners praying for a trout hatchery to be 
located in Berkshire county. Represen- 
tative Stevenson will look after the in- 
terest of the petition at Boston.

Mr. Blmore is a well known con- 
tractor, and the family, which consists of 
one daughter beside the parents, have the 
sincere sympathy of tneir many friends in 
the sudden bereavement. 


Edwin Burk Elmore was born in Arl- 


ington, Vt., and came with his parents to 
this city in 1888. He was 26 years old last 
Christmas day, and had been employed 
on the railroad about eight years. He 
was a former Drury student, and was 
thoroughly liked by all his friends. 


Before his death, he told the attending 


physician, Dr. Dewey. what he knew ot 
the accident. He went between the cars 
to draw the coupling pin into position, 
when the engine started and backed the 
cars together before he had time to jump. 
Probably no one knew that he was be- 
tween the cars. The couplings may have 
slipped by each other, allowing the 
frames to come together. 


The funeral will be held Thursday after- 


noon at the house, Eev. J. C. Tebbetts 
attending. The body will be placed tem- 
porarily in the vault here, and will be 
buried either in this city or in Arlington. 


MANY SMALL OASES ON TRIAL, 


Before the Superior Court. Two North 


Adams Cases Today. 
Mosely Not 


Brought In, 


Several minor cases were decided at the 


criminal sitting of the superior court at 
Pittsfleld this morning and yesterday 
afternoon. Alexander Pinkos of Adams 
was tried for drunkenness and assaulting 
an officer.

TEMPORARY RELIEF FOR DRURY, 


Plan of Leasing the Public Library 


Building for the Use of Schools 


is Considered. 


A correspondent has suggested the idea 


of solving the high school question for 
the present by leasing the public library 
building as soon as it is vacated by the 
library, and using it for recitation rooms 
for high school pupils. The correspond- 
ent thinks this would postpone for a year 
or two the great outlay which a new 
building would cause, and provide plenty 
of room for the work of the school. 


This plan has been discussed at length 


by tho school committee, and in many 
respects seems to be feasible. 
A few 


alterations would make the building suita- 
ble for use as a school building. The 
plan, however, would be to transfer two 
or three of the grades now in the Drury 
building to the library building, and 
using the rooms thus vacated in Drury for 
the high school. This would keep the 
work of the high sshool together, and if 
such a plan for temporary relief should Lo 
adopted, it would be done by transferring 
the grades rather than the high school 
recitation rooms. 


The question of comparative expense 


is the one which the school board and 
city will have to consider. The rent of 
the building would be considerable, and 
would equal the interest on a considera- 
ble proportion of the amount needed for 
a new high school building. Whether it 
is advisable to wait for the new building, 
which must come sooner or later, mean- 
while paying rent for a leased building) 
or to borrow the money for a new build- 
ing at once, is still under discussion. 


Drury Basket Ball Team on Trial, 


Drury's basket ball team played the 


Knights of Pythias team Monday evening 
and were defeated by the score of 11 to 9. 
The game was in trial of Drury for admis- 
sion to the league, and the school boys 
did their beat. A number of supporters!

DEATH OF AN OLD RESIDENT. 


Mrs. 
W. H. Gaylord, a Daughter of the 


Revolution, Passes Away at Midnight- 


The death of Maria D., wife of William 


H. Gaylord, which occurred Monday 
night at 11.45 o'clock, was not unexpected- 
It was the result of a severe paralytic 
shook by which she was prostrated 'as1 


Wednesday evening at about 10 o'clock, 
and from which never rallied. She be- 
came unconscious within half an hour 
after the attack and remained practically 
so until th? time of her death, although 
there were a few times when she seemed 
to be conscious for very brief periods, 


Mrs. 
Gaylord's maiden name was Maria 


D. Russell. She was born in Woodstock, 
Vt., the daughter of Col. Thomas and 
Eliza Rice Russell. Her father was a 


colonel in the Vermont militia and was a 
prominent acd influential man. Oil the 
llth of June, 1861, she was married to Mr. 
Gaylord of this city and their home has 
always been in North Adams. 


Two years ago last April Mrs. Gaylord 


suffered a slight shock of paralysis and 
since that time her health had not been 
as good as before, yet she was in a very 
comfortable condition up to the time o^ 
her last illness, which from the first ad- 
mitted of little hope of her recovery. 


Mrs. Gaylord was an especially sociable 


and friendly woman and was highly es- 
teemed by all who enjoyed her acquaint- 
ance. During her long residence in this 
community she had taken an active part 
in its social and religious activities and 
her circle of friends and acquaintances 
was unusually large. She possessed an 
exceptionally cheerful disposition and i* 
was always a pleasure to meet and con- 
verse with her. 


Mrs, 
Gaylord had been for many years 


a member of St. John's church. She was 
also a charter member of Fort Massachu- 
setts chapter, Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion, and the second to be removed by 
death, the first being Mrs. H. G. B.P.isher, 
whose death occurred in New York a few 
weeks ago. 


Of the five children born to Mr. and 


Mrs. Gaylord none are living. The death 
of the last, Mrs, Park Valentine, occurred 
January 13,1832. being caused by a wreck 
on the New York Central railroad while 
she and her husband were on their wed- 
ding tour. Both were killed, a circum- 
stance which brought sadness to this 
entire eommunicy and a burden of sorrow 
to the stricken parents which seemed al- 
most too great to be borne. 


Mrs. Gaylord had a pleasant home, a 


kind and devoted husband, unnumbered 
friends and much to live for, but her 
life had its sorrows as well as its joys. 
She herself was the last of a family of five 
children. 
Yet in spite of the clouds 


which from time to time overshadowed 
her, she retained to the close of her life 
the cheerful and sympathetic spirit which 
characterized her and endeared her to all 
with whom she was associated. 
Her 


sudden death brings sorrow to many 
hearts and is an unspeakable affliction to 
her husband, who has much sympathy in 
his great bereavement. Besides her hus- 
band Mrs. Gaylord leaves no relatives 
nearer than sesond cousins. 


The funeral will be held at the house, 


corner of Quincy and Ashland streets 
Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock. Rev. j'. 
C. Tebbetts will conduct the services and 
the burial will be in Hillside cemetery.
